place between our government and that of Great Britain 
relating to the probable ulterior views of thosc powers. Buy 
the general cautious and secret policy of British diplomacy 
in important measures, would lead us to suppose that such 
a communication as the above rumour points to, would have 
been made confidentially to ovr government, and that it would 
not have transpired until it had been laid before Congress, for 
their private deliberation. It w+ certainly bea very ma‘e- 
rial injury to our country as We" #s to Great Britain, if the 
French government, under the anspices of the Alliance, should 
endeavour to subjugate a part of Spanish America, and should 
suceved in Janding an army in Me“\eo for that purpese. Foe 
it is feared, in the present disf ected state of that country, 
that a small Enropean effective free would be abie to throw 
down the altar of liberty, and tetee it again to European 
domination.——If this s/ould take place, and France should 
be disposed to make us feel the effect of her power. either for 
the purpose of recovering her ah: ¥ mt territory, Louisiana, or 
with other views, it is feared the, sae would be too well ena- 
bled to doit. A strong force could be casily raised and brought 
from Mexico, to bear upon the »-oth-western territory, and 
there are doubts whether a large part of the French population 
might not ke inveigied to join them. At least it has been said 
they have stilla strong regard for their trans-Atlantic country- 
men—and it is known thit the #.cious Jackson would not 
trust them when New-Orleans way threatened by Packenham's 
legions, in 1815, It is not impossible that these speculations 
may be verified ; and if Franee sae id acquire possession of 
the great outlet for the produce of the western states, it would 
ultimately cause great uneasiness and danger to the Union. 

It will, then. perhaps, be the convietion of every American 
that it is the duty and policy of our government, as well as 
that of England, to oppose any attempts of European powers 
against the liberties of the nations on this hemisphere, and a 
combination of the strength of the two powers, on certain 
conditions, would likely be advantageous to both, and preser- 
vative of the new-born republicsai Spauish America.

Many of our farmers have springs and small 
streams of water passing through their lands, 
which might be advantageously employed for the 
purpose of irrigation, watering stock, and a varie. 
\y of use‘ul purposes in husbandry, Iwas gratified 
a few weeks since, by observing on a farm in the 
vicinity ot Haddonfield, N. J. a spring, the whole 
capacity of which, I was informed, run about 25 
gallons per minute, applied to a wheel (covered 
within a spring house) of about 6 feet diameter, 
which forces a constant supply of its crystal cle- 
ment (about 1 gallon per minute) into a fountain 
7 or 800 feet distance up hill to the mansio» 
house, from whence a fountain in the barn yare 
may be constantly supplied for the stock—and 
rave a large exeess for irrigation; in addition to 
this, the litle power at the spring-howse, by means 
of a cord which is attached to a pulley, will per- 
form all the churning operations for the dairy, and 
by a simple application of a small corn-mill, will 
grind horse feed, (as the power never fails) 
sufficient for farm use, and the expences of 
ceparr | was informed (und from the simpiicity o!
